Underwood's Peculiar Plan. 


The plan recenlly suggested by President Underwood of the 


Erie railroad to relieve the railronclsHiiufjon by reducing pas- 
senger fares to one cent a mile and^creasjjig freight rates'20 
per cent is not approved by the railroad'feds of the country 
generally, nor is it approved by that part of the public which 
has given the subject any consideration. The plan appears to 
be the old scheme of "robbing Peter io pay Paul," with the 
cost coining out of the public eventually, and such a course 
does not strike the average man as sensible or sound. 
' President Underwood advanced: this proposition while in 
the West recently and it attracted wide attention. He has now 
returned and says he does-not insist on any certain per cent in. 
the increase of freight rates, but that in the increase of thosej 
rates is to be found the only solution of the problem which has 
been troubling the railroads of the'country for a long time, thai 
of making both ends meet and showing a fair profit on the in- 
vestment.

• Jt is-quite possible (hat freight rates should be increased to 
a certain extent in some instances, but why should passenger 
fares be reduced to ,1 point where they would come no where 
near paying (he cost of the srrvice? 
That is a qustion Ihat 


should be answered before the discussion proceeds further. 
The claim that a great deal of the passenger traflic is for pleas- 
. lire while freight traffic is essentially for business has nothing 
to do with the case. 
It would seem better to lay a lax on 


pleasure transactions than upon business.. The pleasure seek- 
er is in a position to govern his expenditures, while the man 
or firm in business must meet the terms of the transportation 
companies, whatever they are. 


'The interstate commerce commission stands upon solid 


.ground when il maintains that each of the different branches 
of the railroad business shoijki maintain.'itself, and'yield a fail- 
profit. There is no reason'why-shippers should be compelled 
to pay a share of the cost of transporting passengers, a.nd in 
the railroad world Mr, Underwood's proposition meets with 
anything but a.favorable reception. Shippers would certainly 
object strongly and no fair-minded man would think of ask- 
ing for low fares at the expense of the shippers. 


There is no likelihood that Mr. Underwood's scheme will 


ever be put into ell'ect. 
It smacks too strongly of the crazy- 


headedness that marks too many modern reforms and "solu- 
tions" to win the approbation of the business world. 


The disposition to rush and crowd and overdo is responsible 


for the awful calamity, at Chicago Saturday whereby hun- 
dreds .of women and children lost their lives at the very thresh- 
old of a'pleasure outing. 
When 3200 tickets are sold for a 


•steamer'with.a capacity of only 2500 persons something is

there:will be "investigations,•" but that will not bring back the 
lives that.were lost.
